Such interference is a violation of Ohio Revised Code 2909.04 and has a penalty of felony of 
the third degree. It is also a violation of Part 97.113, section 4D, 3 and F of the FCC Rules. Jack read the other 
parts of the letter.

Update on Local Interference Problem by John Sedlak, NSWHH 


Many thanks to those of you who took the time to write letters of concern last month. As I said in last months 
Feedline, we gain strength in numbers, and we have! We now have the attention of the FCC as well as the local 
authorities. There are basically two areas of jurisdiction and enforcement that will cover the interference. The 
first being parts of Part 97 Rules being broken, set forth and enforced by the FCC. The second is a section of the 
Ohio Revised Code, 2909.04. This bars any person purposely by any means to interrupt or impair radio or 
electronic aids, or amateur or citizen band radio communications being used for a public service or emergency 
communications. 


With the uncertainty of things at the FCC over the budget debate, we might have a rather long wait for the FCC 
to get involved. They are aware of our problem, and I do expect some kind of action in the future, just don't 
know when. We stand a far greater chance of getting this situation resolved working with the local authorities 
proving that a law is being broken, specifically ORC 2909.04. 


The Canton City Law Director, Thomas M. Bernabei has asked the City Prosecutor, Frank G. Forchione to get 
involved based on numerous letters of complaint sent to his office. This past week Mr. Forchione has talked 
with some of the people who have written letters, and has agreed that this is a very serious problem and is willing 
to help resolve the problem. Those people have forwarded a complete list of suspects and evidence to his office. 


As you all well know, someone is innocent until proven guilty in a court of law. This guilt must be proven with “~ 
sufficient evidence. We need to gather as much pertinent evidence on these individuals as possible. This kind of 
evidence would include the interference log sheets handed out by Paul KF2AA, recorded audio tapes of 

interference, DF'ing with documentation (and witnessed) and anything else that may hold up in a court of law. 

One project that is being implemented is electronic transmitter fingerprinting. 


Plain and simple: we need evidence that will hold up in a court of law. If you have anything you would like to 
submit for consideration, please contact Paul KF2AA @ 837-0727 or John NSWHH @ 966-0467. In the 
meantime, if you haven't written a letter of concern, please do so. Write to your congressman, your senator, the 
FCC, the law director, the sheriff, the prosecutor, etc. Anyone who will listen to your concern and offer help. 
We gain strength in numbers! 


Thanks again everyone. We're not going to let these idiots turn our sacred airwaves into the next chicken band!
